14—A Republic of Korea soldier 
has invented a “jiffy loader” 
which speeds up the loading and 
firing “of 105-mm. howitzers; it 
was disclosed today. 

The soldier is Sgt. Bang Jon 
Ok, of Battery C, Forty-eighth 
Field Artillery Battalion of an 
American infantry division. 

The “jiffy loader” is construct- 
ed from cast-off lumber from am- 
munition boxes. It is a 30-inch 
long trough inclined at a 45- 
degree angle to the ground. 

Second Lt. William E, Crouch 
Jr. of Englewood, N.J., the bat- 
tery’s executive officer, said the 
“jiffy loader's” operation is “so 
simple that you would think some- 
one would have developed it a 
long time ago.”

A jury in United States Dis- 
trict Court convicted the glib ex- 
convict on one count of an indict- 
ment charging concealment of 
about $700,000 in assets from his 
creditors. 


Sentence was deferred by 
Judgke Casper Platt until a mo- 
tion for a new trial is disposed 
of next Wednesday. The jury, 
which received the case laté yes- 
terday following four weeks of 
testimony, found the defendant 
guilty on Count 2 of the five- 
count indictment. Count 2 charged 
the former Edwardsville . “auto- 
mobile wizard” with concealing 
cash in his $2,500,000 bankrup 

Knetzer was acquitted on the 
four other counts of the indict- 
ment, charging concealment of 
stocks, bonds and other property. 
Sixty-one witnesses testified in 
the trial and more than 1200 ex- 
hibits were introduced. The jury 
deliberated about six hours. 

Bookmaker Offers Bail. 

After the verdict was read the 
defendant was placed in the cus- 
tody of the Marshal while Judge 
Platt conducted a hearing on bail. 
One prospective bondsman, Ray 
Tombazzi of Taylorville, aroused 
the interest of the court when he 
gave his business as the operator 

a Asked by the 
court if he was aware he was vio- 
lating the state laws, Tombazzi 


replied, “Yes.” 
Tombazzi Was excused and 


other bondsmen were qualified on 
an additional $10,000 bond. This 
raised the bond total ta $60,000 
for Knetzer, who is under two ad- 
ditional indictments charging 
fraud and perjury. 

Government attorneys, in clos- 
ing arguments to the jury, pic- 
tured Knetzer as a man “filled 
with chicanery and graft.” De- 
fense counsel described the de- 
fendant as “a dreamer with faulty 
business judgment.” 

‘Dream of Frec Enterprise.’ 

Defense Attorney Manuel Wise- 
man of Alton sail Knetzer be- 
cume “a dreamer’ when serving 
a prison sentence in New York as 
a young man. “He was possessed 
of the American dream of free 
enterprise, and set out to make a 
new start,” Wiseman said. 

Wiseman stressed that the issue 
for the jury to decide was not 
whether Knetzer’s business méth- 
ods or personal morals were good, 
but whether he was guilty of 
“knowingly, willfully and frau- 
dulently concealing assets” from 
600 bankruptcy creditors. 

In support of the indictment, 
the Government offered testi- 
mony by its accountants that the 
defendant took in $682,000 more 
than he paid out in the six 
months before he was thrown 
into bankruptcy in October, 1948. 

The defense countered with tes- 
timony by a certified public ac- 
countant who said Knetzer’s dis- 
bursements during the period ex- 
ceeded income by $302,000, indi- 
cating he had that sum on hand 
in April 1948.

“Rte Which Simulates Blast 
Of ‘Baby’ A-Bomb Is Unveiled

WATERTOWN, N.Y., Feb. 14— 
A rocket for troop training which 
simulates a “baby” tactical atom 
bomb explosion, except for the 
destructive blast and radio-active 
effects, was demonstrated here to- 


day by the Army for its command- 
ers. 

The rocket, up to now classified 
as “top secret,” is expected to 
have extensive use in conditioning 
troops against the shock and sur- 
prise of enemy atomic attack, as 
well as in civil defense drills. It 
was developed’ by Felix Guicci, a 
fireworks manufacturer of Bell- 
port, N.Y., after many large com- 
panies indicated that they felt

Season’s Biggest Audience 
Greets Pianist’s First Appear- 
ance Here in 11 Years.

The long local drouth of in- 
person piano playing by Vladimir 
Horowitz came to an exciting end 
last night as the renowned musi- 
cian appeared as soloist in an _all- 
Tschaikowsky program with the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra. It 
was Horowitz's first performiance 
with the orchestra in eleven years 
and the magic of his name at- 
tracted an audience of more than 


3000 persons, largest so far this 
season, 


Kiel Auditorium Opera House 
might have been filled to over- 
flowing if Horowitz had been 
playing any other concerto than 
the ubiquituously-played and 
muchly-maligned B Flat Minor. 

But this is Horowitz's. silver 
anniversary on the American con- 
cert stage and this is the con- 
certo with which he made his 
American debut, in New York, in 
1928. He played it on his second 
appearance in St. Louis that same 
year. Fifteen members of the 
present orchestra also performed 
on that occasion. 


Last night Horowitz made a’ 
field day of the concerto. He 
seemed nervous in manner and 
playing at first, but had full com- 
posure from the andantino on. 
Cadenzas and octave runs were 
of the technical brilliance that 
has helped. make Horowitz fa- 
mous. .His temperament was boil- 
ing most of the time, but in the 

andantino he settled down for 
some truly lyrical playing and 
beautiful pedal colorings. 


Viadimir Golschmann had the 


orchestra in proper perspective at { 


all times. Interplay between solo- 
ist and conductor was smooth at 
all times, the two Viadimirs think- 
ing as one. 

On the last clangorous chord of 
the concerto the audience split 
the air with applause and bravos. 
This lasted for four minutes, dur- 
ing which Horowitz took bows, 
gestured to Concertmaster Harry 
Farbman and once pointed scold- 


ingly at the piano bench. Bench 
and piano, incidentally, were 
brought in for the occasion. The 
piano will get it again this after- 
noon when the program is re- 
peated. 

Horowitz appeared last on the 
program—his contract reads that 
way—so the orchestra monopo- 
lized the first half for a change, 
Conductor Golschmann gave ex- 
cellent readings of the overture- 
fantasia, “Romeo and Juliet,” and 
the fantasia, “Francesca da Rimi- 
ni,” both of which the orchestra 
will record in several weeks, and 
the “Andante Cantabile” from the 
D Major String Quartet. The or- 
chestra responded freely to every- 
thing Golschmann' summoned 
from them. The strings had.beau- 
tiful transparency on the “An- 
dante Cantabile.” Climax of this 
portion of the ‘program was the 
way Golschmann turned all Hell 
loose in the. final movement of 
“Francesca,” which is based on 
Dante’s “Inferno.”

UN BLOG SHELVES

Problem Has Broadened, 
Must Be Approached 
on Far Eastern Basis, 
Spokesman Says. 


By JOHN G. ROGERS .- 


14—The Asian-African members 
of the United Nations yesterday 
held their first bloc meeting since 
December and said afterward that 
it no longer made any sense to 
try to end the Korean war 
through approach on a specific 
problem, such as the prisoner 
repatriation deadlock. 

A spokesman for the 15 coun- 
tries said the problem was broad- 
ened “from Korea into a Far East- 
ern situation” generally, and that 
it must be approached on that 
basis. ‘ 

The Asian-African group, which 
developed into a formidable coal- 
ition in the 1952 General Assem- 
bly: on colonial and other issues, 
arrived at no decisions for com- 
bined action in the Assembly, 
which resumes sessions on Feb. 
24. They held a thorough discus- 
sion on the Korean problem but 
said they would have to wait to 
see what proposals would be put 
forward by the United States and 
Russia. 

The group's decision to abandon 
efforts to approach the Korean 
question on specific issues was 
important in the light of India’s 
sponsorship at the recent Assem- 
bly of a proposal aimed at break- 
ing the prisoner repatriation dead- 
lock. All the Asians and Africans 
supported it and so did most of 
the rest of the U.N. but the Chi- 
nese Communists and North Ko- 
reans turned it down flat. 

Since then, there have been re- 
ports that India might revive 
some parts of its rejected pro- 
posal, or that Indonesia or some 
other Asian or African countries 

t make a new effort along 
the same lines.

SCHOOL BOND ISSUE VOTE 
TUESDAY IN MASON RIDGE 


Residents of the Mason Ridge 
Consolidated School District No. 
2 will vote Tuesday on a $120,000 
bond issue to build additions to 


two schools. 

Polls will be open from 6 a.m. 
to 7 p.m. and a two-thirds affir- 
mative vote is required for pas- 
sage. Acting Superintendent W. 
M. Shankland said the bond issue 
would not require a rise in the 
present school tax rate of $2.92 
on the $100 valuation. 

Funds would be used to add 
four rooms to the four now under 
construction at Manchester School 
in Manchester and to add certain 
service features, including a hot 
lunch program. Four rooms also 
would be added to Barrett School, 
Dougherty. Ferry and Carmen 
roads, and both Manchester and 
Barrett converted to eight-grade

Gen. George C. Marshall, at the time 
of the MacArthur hearings, doubted that 
a blockade would be successful.

This assumption apart from be- 
ing unflattermg happens to be just sim- 
ply not true. 

Britain has not ‘only long banned the ex- 
ports of any goods that could be remotely 
regarded as of strategic value to Communist 
China; total trade of Britain with Commu- 
nist China even in harmless goods has been 
reduced to a mere trickle. 

It might of course be asked why then 
does Britain go on trading with Red China 
at all despite the fact that Britain is fight- 
ing Red Chinese aggression in Korea? 

The answer to that question is that 
Britain thinks it worthwhile fer political 
reasons to keep a foot in the Chinese door. 
Britain does not on her intelligence evalu- 
ation of the Chinese situation believe that 
the present Communist government of 
China will soon disappear or be over- 
thrown. On the other hand Britain does 
not take it for granted that this Commu- 
nist government of China will want to go 
on with its already largely frustrated ag- 
gression in Korea forever or that it will 
necessarily forever be a happy or content- 
ed satellite of Soviet Russia. 

Taking a long view, Britain considers it 
useful in spite of. all to keep a little West- 
ern activity in China going and to maintain 
a-few Western links with China against the 
time when Mao may tite of his unprofitable 
war in Korea and find a’ fly in the ointment 
of the Russian connection.

ish motive for opposing a Sided of Red 
China as strongly as she does. Britain's real 
motives are seven in number: 

1. A naval blockade of the China ‘Coast 
would demonstrably not affect Red China’s 
capacity for carrying on the war in Korea. 
All her imported arms and ammunitions and 
almost all her imported strategic materials 
except a little Ceylonese and Indonesian 
rubber (which coul@ easily be replaced by 
Russia if necessary) come overland from 
Russia. Nothing of this could be affected 
by a naval blockade.” ~ 


2. For this very reason a blockade would 
in all probability have the very opposite 
effect on the war in Korea from the one it 
is intended to have. Its purpose would be to 
make Red China more amenable to conclude 
an armistice. Its effect would probably be 
om the co ta stiffen and harden her 
warlike htt a ‘It is elementary psychol- 
ogy that while a really heavy and telling 
blow may beat the fight out of a man (or a 
nation) a pinprick only serves to make him 
angry and: to put the fight back into him. 


3. Blockading China means stopping and 
if necessary.sinking the ships of other na- 
tions Which are’ bound for China’s ports. 
This obviously involves the danger of inci- 
dents with Russian and satellite mercantile 
and even (if they decide to protect their 
merchantmen) naval forces. From such in- 
cidents to general war is a very short step. 


™ 4. Blockading China also involves stop- 
ping and if necessary sinking the ships of 
friendly nations such, as Ceylon, Indo- 
nesia and to a lesser extent India, which 
for reasons of their own regard their 
China trade as economically vital to them- 
selves. Is it really wise thus to override 
the interests and susceptibilities of almost 
all non-Communist Asia and to invite its 
bitter ill-will if not its actual hostility?

‘The same situation would 
exist with reference to a blockade that now 
exists with the United Nations embargo of 
shipment of strategic and war materials to 
Red China. 

The United States could hold that a resolu- 
tion by the General Assembly calling upon 
members to blockade Red China had legal 
effect to-authorize a blockade without the 
declaration of war.

involve the running of risks. Instead of 
shortening and preventing wars, “positive” 
policies might prolong and extend conflicts 
already under way and cause new ones. Even 


#| when “dynamic” policies cause no such tragic 


consequences as these, they do usually con- 
fuse and alarm, not only the enemy, but also 
your own side. 

* * * 

THESE RISKS can and must be taken, 
however, the Administration argues. For 
they are not excessive, officials think, and 
besides, the dangers of remaining on the 
defensive are vastly greater. 


The United States rejects the British 
argument that the free world should try 
to wean the Chinese Communists away 
from the Soviets by maintaining at least 
limited diplomatic, economic and other re- 
lations with Peiping at the present junc- 
ture of affairs. 

It is conceivable that such a policy might 
succeed at some time in the future and under 
quite different circumstances, American of- 
ficials concede. A “Chinese Tito” might 
eventially come forward, and break with 
Moscow as Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia did. 
It might be possible to encourage such a de- 
velopment if the western powers were in 
closer and less unfriendly relations with 
Peiping. 

There is, however, little or no likelihood 
that this can happen during the next sev- 
eral years, in the official American view. 

The Chinese Reds, moreover, have inter- 
vened in Korea, and the United Nations has 
branded them aggressors. Maintaining rela- 
tions with Peiping under these circumstances 
will only encourage the Chinese to go dn 
fighting in. Korea and to commit other acts 
of aggression elsewhere, and this in turn 
will .cause Peiping to draw even closer 

to Moscow, because it will make the Chinese 
Reds even more dependent on Soviet sup- 
port, officials here argue. 

British policy toward China is “completely 
incongruous,” Senator Alexander Wiley 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, declared to- 
day, and other Senators and Representatives 
expressed even stronger views this week. 
Officials in the executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment who declined to be identified took 
similar positions, 


“The minute the Chinese Communists in- 
tervened in Korea, We embargoed all trade 
with them, severed all other economic ties 
and froze all their assets in this country,” 
one high official pointed out. “We'd like 
everybody else to do all these things too.” 


Use of these and additiongl and more 
“positive” methods will shorten the Korean 
conflict without serious risk of extending 
the hostilities there to other areas, the 

- new Administration is convinced. 

The Soviets promote “little wars” like the 
Korean and Indochinese conflicts partly if 
not largely for the purpose of “tying down 
our first team with their scrubS,” in the 
words of one official—that is, of foreing the 
great western powers to use their own forces 
to hold back satellite attacks in secondary 
theaters. | 

The Soviets, meanwhile, preserve their own 
forces as a strategic reserve, intact and un- 
committed, and can threaten to Strike or 
actually strike in any one of several direc- 
tions. 

The Soviets will continue to employ this 
stratégy so long as it continues to succeed, 
as it is new doing, the new Administration 
argues. The Kremlin will @ on promoting 
“little wars’ and it will continue to be in a 
position to threaten a new world war—and 
to win victories by the mere threat of war— 
because its own military strength will re- 
main uncommitted.

THE UNITED STATES and the other 
great western powerse must put an end to 
this state of affairs, the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration believes. They must disengage 
their own forces from secondary theaters 
and build up their own strategic reserves, 
and thus be in a position to check and 
threaten the Soviets as the Soviets now 
check and threaten them. 

To accomplish these purposes, the great 
western powers must do two things, in the 
official American view: 

1. They must build up the “native” 
forces in Korea, Indochina and other 
threatened areas so that these countries 
can do most if not all of the job of de- 
fending themselves. 

2. The western powers must shendon 
their present defensive strategy and go 
over to the offensive. 

In some areas, this offensive strategy may 
take the form of military operations. This 
could prove to be desirable—when feasible 
—in Korea and Indochina, for example. The 
end strategic purpose of such operations 
would be, not to extend or intensify con- 
flicts, but to force an end to the fighting 
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and make it possible to withdraw western 
forces, 

The free nations should, moreover, be iz 
a position to threaten offensive operation 
at a number of different points, whether o1 
not they really intend to strike at any oj 
them. This will force the ‘Communists tc 
concentrate forces at such points and thereb} 
impair their ability to take the offensive, 

The new Administration’s policy for For- 
mosa is designed to serve this purpose—tc 
build up the strength of the Nationalisi 
Chinese forces on Formosa and free then 
for action against the mainland, with a view 
to compelling the Communists to station com 
siderable forces opposite the island. 7 

Much if not most of the new Administra, 
tion’s offensive strategy will, however, con 
sist of “cold war” moves, not actual militar; 
operations. It will consist, that is, of at 
tempts to put the Communists on the de- 
fensive by keeping them guessing as tc 
where, when and how the free world may 
be planning to attack, and it will consist 
also of bringing other pressures to bear on 
the Reds by diplomacy, economic and finan- 
cial warfare, political warfare, propaganda, 
subversion ‘and sabotage. 

The United States will try to obtain U.N. 
sanctions for any new measures against the 
Chinese Communists it decides to urge on 
other governments. However, the Reds

THESE “COLD WAR” moves caused a wild 
flurry of speculation that the United States 
might be about to embark on a whole series 
of reckless adventures, not only in the Far 
East but possibly elsewhere as well. 

So seriously did this a agitate 
publie opinion in this country, and alarm 
both public opinion and governments in other 
country, that Secretary of State felt it desir- 
able this week to appeal for “sober and re 
strained” American national conduct. 

The United States bears a “tremendous 
responsibility,” Dulles said in a broadcast 
and telecast report Thursday night on his 
recent 10-day tour of Western Europe with 
Mutual Security Director Harold E. Stassen. 
“Any, false step could mean disaster not 
only for us but for our friends . . . There- 
fore we must be sober and restrained in our 
national conduct.” 

Some Europeans fear that the United 
States lacks “the accumulated wisdom” re- 
quired for world leadership, and utterances 
in this country which seem reckless abroad 
appear to confirm these fears. 

“In order to win and hold the confi- 
dence of those whom we need as friends 
and allies, we must at all times play. the 
part of a nation which is fully aware of 
the grave responsibility which it carries,” 
Dulles said. 

America’s friends and allies are particu. 
larly liable to. take fright at untrammeled 
behavior in the United States because of the 
fact that a Republican Administration has 
taken over in Washington, the Secretary 
said. “To Western Europeans, as to many 
Americans, a Republican Administration is 
a novelty, and the unknown always carries 
an element of fear.”

$30,000,000,000, and “tens of thousands of armed 
forces.” But he makes plain that we have done 
this because “the security of Europe vitally af- 
fects our own security.’ He agrees that it is 
not easy to unify nations, with strong habits of

that power. 

In addition to reporting to the country in 
a more reassuring way, Mr. Dulles has reduced 
the fears of several Senators by his appearance 
before a Foreign Relations subcommittee, Sen- 
ator Sparkman of Alabama, who was first to 
raise questions about*the Dulles methods, now 
finds the State Department head showing a 
“sharpened sensitiveness” with respect to co- 
operation “with our allies.” 

Indeed? Mr. Dulles even admits a certain han- 
dicap of the United States in that our European 
allies, after having worked for years with Demo- 
cratic Administrations, must now more .or less 
experiment in relations with a G.O.P. regime. 

All this can be calculated to repair damage 
done when Mr. Dulles began to use the birch-rod 
instead of the methods of the diplomat. And re- 
pair it must. As that able foreign correspondent, 
William H. Stoneman, wrote from Paris three 
days ago: “The United States cannot afford to 
let the human and material resources of Western 
Europe fall into Communist hands, either by po- 
litical procedure or by military action.” 

One of the genuine fears in advance about an 
Eisenhower Administration was that it would 
feel under compulsion to “do something” in for- 
eign affairs and under this urging might do the 
wrong thing with serious consequences. That is 
why earnest questions have been asked on every 
hand with respect to the talked-of naval block- 
ade of the Chinése mainland. 

Collective security is an empty term if it is 
not collective. For us collective security means 
security with our allies, particularly Britain and 
France. A means for this is the U.N., and as 
Thomas L. Stokes has put it: “Preservation of 
the U.N. and its collective-security principle are 
more important than embarking on some new, 
unpredictable venture on our own.”

League of Women Voters audience the Rev. Paul 
C. Reinert, president of St. Louis University, 
stated a fundamental principle of free education: 

Freedom can be taken away by such ex- 
ternal pressure, but never can be preserved 
by external pressure—and by that I mean 
congressional investigations, loyalty oaths, 
and the like. : 

After a century and a half, it ought to be ob- 
vious that education is better off in the hands 
of educators than in the hands of politicians. 
But political suspicion of academic life and con- 
tempt for the educated mind seem to be grow- 
ing in Congress. It was Senator Mundt, for ex- 
ample, who questioned the appointment of Dr. 
James B,. Conant to be High Commissioner in 
Germany because the Harvard president was 
“too bookish.” 

So it seems time for educators to ask whether 
their would-be investigators might not be “too 
political.” There is little evidence to warrant 
suspicion of our great universities, but years of 
history justify suspicion of political surveillance.

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Needed: A State Park Board 


Trout fishermen in particular will note that . 


Gov. Donnelly has appointed new superintend- 
ents for their favorite haunts, Roaring River, 
Bennett Springs and Montauk State Perks.

Brother Bill did right well in wheat futures 
for a while.

The subcommittee 
seems to think that this $10,000 ultimately 
wound up in Senator Joe’s hands. This seems 
odd, for it implies that Brother Bill-was not 
only repaying Senator Joe that $3000 loan, but 
re-lending Senator Joe the $7000 he said the 
Senator had just paid him back. 

Anyway, Brother Bill kept on trading, off and 
on, until March 1951. Thén he closed out his 
account. Almost immediately, another account 
was opened with the same broker in the name 
of Julia Connolly, who happens to be Brother 
Bill’s wife. Asked about this, Brother Bill told 
investigators that the account had been switched 
to Julia’s name to conceal it in the event of an 
investigation into Senator Joe’s affairs. Then 
for some inexplicable reason Brother 
clammed up. The investigators could not get 
another word. out of him. 

Why did Senator Joe advance money to 
Brother Bill for speculation in the grain mar- 
ket? The Hennings report could only ask the 
question. The subcommittee, even though it 
is now reconstituted, should go after the answer. 
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Parking and Protocol 

Everybody knows parking is a serious prob- 
lem, but only a Congressman could make it as 
serious a matter as free trade or the Hungry 
Horse dam, and that is how serious it has be- 
come in Congress. a 

It appears that few Congressmen are satisfied 
with their parking space at the Capitol. They 
had less than ever when police put up “no park- 
ing” signs along 85 feet of space in front of the 
house of Sherman Adams, presidential assistant, 
near the Capitol. 

This caused Congressman Sutton of Tennessee 


—a Democrat, naturally—to complain that “this - 


is a General Motors Administration but I didn't 
know General Motors had a car 85 feet long.” 
In rebuttal Congressman Hoffman of Michigan 
—a Republican, of course—said the Democrats 
had promised to co-operate with the new Ad- 
ministration and should not complain. 
Following that exchange, the White House ex- 
plained that Mr. Adams did not even know he 
had 85 feet of space and certainly did not need it. 
Citizens will surely see the point. The nation 
has come a long way since the time when all 
that Congressmen had to park was their hats, 
before they got down to serious business. 
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City Hall to White House 

The people of New Orleans, acting through 
thelr Mayor, Delesseps S. Morrison, have in- 
vited President Eisenhower to visit their city 
next October in connection with the 150th anni- 
versary of the Louisiana Purchase. Already the 
word has come back through John Minor Wis- 
dom, Louisiana Republican national cgmmittee- 
man, that the President has said he intends to 
make the trip. 

If President Eisenhower is able to go to New 
Orleans in connection with the Louisiana Pur- 
chase celebration, it is to be hoped that he will 
find it possible to travel one way or‘the other 
via St. Louis, New Orleans figures prominently 
in the story of Jeffergon’s historic purchase of 
territory from France in 1803. So also does St. 
Louis. And it was from this area that Meriweth- 
er Lewis and William Clark, at Jefferson's direc- 
tion, set out on their exciting expedition into 
the unknown that lay up the Missouri river.

Is it to be that if we report dissent and 
give emphasis to the right of dissent, we 
are by association to be .convicted in all 
minds that reject that dissent? Is guilt 
by association to poison our news stream? 

Senator McCarthy has made such a case 
against newspapers on the floor of the 
United States Senate. A newspaper offers 
itself as a medium for the report of dis- 
sent and that newspaper, in Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s view, is pink. 

Just to the extent that the right of dis- 
sent is important to the intellectual life of 
a university, it is important to you that no 
such craven view reportorial perform- 
ance by our newspapers be tolerated by 
you among newspaper readers. 


A Practical Position 


No strong newspaper which has ade- 
quately persuaded its readers of its edito- 
rial integrity need fear the results of its 
defense of unpopular dissent: The New 
York Times could champion the right of 
report of John Carter Vincent however 
they might be in disagreement with his 
views, or however unpopular those views 
migh with any segment of The Times’ 
readership. 

years of experience with editorial 
responsibility has convinced me that any 
mass circulation newspaper can not only 
withstand any criticism of its course in 
defense of unpopular dissent, but can 
actually strengthen itself in that feeling of 
respect for its performance which is one 
of the strongest fibers with which to build 
reader loyalty and constancy. 

Here we are down to t®e bedrock prob- 
lem of soundness of policy for the daily 
newspaper as a commercial enterprise. We 


find that what is so easily and clearly to ° 


be recognized &s morally right is also prac- 
tical and sound, ° 


Against the Mugg Mind 


Experience has persuaded me that news- 
paper policy does not come to life without 
the frequent practice of defense of the 
minority _ and minority opinion 
against all the forces of the mass mind 

th which the newspaper must live in 
daily communion. 

There is this to be noted as to mass 
opinion in timeg of great tension. As it 
sweeps before storm of crisis, there is 
thrown up the froth of extremism and the 
demagoguery of the mugg mind, 

I hold that the mass circulation news- 
paper is peculiarly the sort of institution 
which needs constantly to declare its 
seorn of the mugg mind, For masg interest 
is one thing and ugly prejudices of the 
ag Fy quite another. 

It takes courage and character for news- 
paper owners, publishers and editors al- 
ways to see through in times of tension and 
crisis to the opportunities, the obligations 
and the realities of newspaper policy.

Ann Rutledge’s Story: 
Two Differing Versions 


One of the matters to which Mrs. Ruth 
Painter Randall gives attention in her new 
biography of Mary Todd Lincoln, reviewed 
on today’s book page, is the legendary ro- 
mance of Abraham Lincoln and Ann Rut- 
ledge in the New Salem years. 

Mrs. Randall, who is the wife of Prof. 
James G,. ‘Randall, Lincoin historian and 
biographer at the University of Illinois, 
finds that Edgar Lee Masters’ epitaph to 
the New Salem girl, in “Spoon River An- 
thology,” popularized the idea of a ro 
mance. Before that, Mrs. Randall's research 
shows, Lincoln’s early biographer, William 
H. Herndon, advanced the story of a ro- 
mance because of his antipathy for Mrs. 
Lincoln. 

By way of rebuke to Herndon, Mrs. Ran- 
dall reprints the Masters poem in her 
book and then answers it in verse of her 
own. Both are reprinted below, the “Spoon 
River” poem by arrangement with Mrs. 
Masters, widow of Edgar Lee Masters;

Brown & Co., publisher of “Mary Lincoln:

Revolution Under Way 


Three Dimension Is 
New Look in Films 


By Myles Standish 


'HETHER you're a movie fan or not, get used to a new 
term, It's “3-D.” It means three-dimension. You'll be 
hearing a lot of it from now on, because a revolution is 
‘hitting Hollywood. Predictions are that in two years all Holly- 
wood movies will be made in 
“3.D. ” 

Which one of half a dozen 
proeesses will come out on 
top is debatable, as the sys- 
tems plunge into the fight 
for rail position. But it 
will be pictures in depth, with 
little doubt, exploiting such 
wonders as cattle stampedes, 
mob scenes, Western grandeur 
and Jane Russell. Time will 
come, say the sages, when 
the present movie will be 
known as the old-fashioned 
“flattie” or a “2-D.” It is the 
greatest upheaval in pictures 
since the advent of sound. 
Only it’s coming faster. It is 
looked upon, coupled with 
color and a. technique of sat- 
uration of sound, as the 
ARCH OBOLER ... FIRST IN 3-D, movie answer to television, 
: the gimmick that will yank 
the people out of the living room and back into the movie 
house, 


The first impact of 3-D locally will be felt Thursday when 
“Bwana Devil,” first feature-length picture in a depth process, 
will come to the Ambassador Theater for what is expected to 
be a run of three or four weeks at advanced prices. It has 
been made in Natural-Vision and color, and, in spite of sour 
remarks of critics about its dramatic qualities (a story of two 
man-eating lions in Kenya) it is undoubtedly a box-office 
sensation. Its grosses in Los Angeles and New York have 
been phenomenal. 
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Arch Oboler, who produced, wrote and directed it. 
was in St. Louis last week to exploit it. It appears, he 
said, to be cutting the same swath that “The Jaz 
Singer” did in introducing sound pictures back in 
1927. Oboler said it cost $600,000 to make, that he 
sold it to United Artists at a cool million dollars profit, 
- and it is expected to eventdally gross $8,000,000 by be- 
ing first in the field. That would make it one of the 
10 greatest films grossers of all time. 
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@THERE ARE a} h or sO 3D processes which di- 
vide into twe ca | are: 

(1) Stereoptic or “polaroid. This fs the same principle—nat- 
ural eye vision—as grandma's stereoscope. Two cameras syn- 
chronized, with their lenses two inches or so (eye-width) apart 
take two films at slightly different angles. They are flashed 
back on the screen by two synchronized projectors, so that the 
pictures are slightly out of definition horizontally, although not 
vertically, Cardboard-glassene spectacles, worn by the viewer, 
are polarized, one glass horizontally and the other vertically, 
so that the images are received by the two eyes separately. 
These pictures are then mixed in the brain, as are any visual 
images, so the normal ‘effect of depth vision results.

International. Requires a new metalic flat screen, but no new 
projectors. In all but two cities, operator unions have agreed

How Doris June Murphy, 3 Depression Baby ‘Lost' 
to Her Parents for 18 Years, Discovered She Had 
Mother and 14—Count ‘em, 14—Brothers and Sisters 


T was raining. That's about all 


Doris June Murphy remembers 


about the day she left the or- 
phanage. A woman from the or- 
phanage was driving the car. She 
told Doris June she was taking 
her to the home of some people 
who would be her parents for a 
while. Doris June remembers 
sitting in the car and watching 
the windshield wipers swish back 
and forth and little drops of wa- 
ter running down the windshield. 
That’s about all she remembers, 
-_ she was only 24% years 
0 


Now Doris June is 20. During 
the nearly 18 years that have 
elapsed since she left the old 
state orphanage at Carrollton, 
Mo., and came to live with a St. 
Louis family, she had sometimes 
wondered who she was, and if 
she had parents and brothers and 
sisters. 


Not long ago Doris June found 
out. She didn’t just have brothers 
and sisters. She hit the jackpot. 
She had 14 of them. She also 
had a mother, who had been won- 
dering, for 18 years, where Doris 
June was, and what she looked 
like, and how she was getting 
along. 


A couple of weeks ago Doris 
June met her mother and her 
brothers and sisters for the first 


time, which came close to being. 


the final and happy ending for 


. a tragic tale which had its roots 


in the deepest depression days 
of the early 1930s. It falls a lit- 
tle short of being a final and 
happy ending for two reasons. 


One is that Jimmy, who had 
been the youngest when poverty 
forced the big family to split up, 
is still unaccounted for. Jimmy, 
who was just a baby in his moth- 
ers arms when they separated, 
would be 18 years old now. 


The ee reason is that the

had forced him to part with. 
As for Jimmy, ‘the family now 
has renewed hope that he will 
read or hear about Doris June’s 
story, and get in touch with 
them. After all, Doris June came 
back from nowhere, so to speak, 


and now they're convinced that 
anything can happen. 
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ORIS JUNE, who is just get- 
ing used to being called Doris 
June after so many years of 
answering to the name of “Pat,” 


is a pretty brunette with a soft 


voice, a quiet, shy manner and a 
deep dimple in her left cheek. It 
was the dimple which identified 
her at first glance for her older 
brother, Jack. “She had it when 
she was little,” he said, “and the 
minute I saw her, I knéw from 
that dimple it was Doris June.” ,; 


She works as a switchboard 
operator at the Federal Land 
Bank at 506 Olive street, a job 
she likes very well, and she 
shares a small apartment with a 
girl friend. She moved from the 
home of her foster parents soon 
after she discovered she had a 
family of her own. They parted 
on friendly terms, she explained, 
but she wanted to make her own 
Way. 


Sitting at the switchboard, she 
told her story between calls. “I 
guess the only thing I remember 
about my life, that is, my. other 
life, was leaving the orphanage. 
I remember the rain and the 
woman telling me she was taking 
me to someone’s house. 


“After I found my mother and 
brothers and sisters, my brother 
Jack told me about how, just 
betore they took me away, he and 
my mother and one of my older 
sisters had come to visit me in 
the orphanage. When they found 
out I was going to a foster home, 
Jack and my sisters slipped me 
away and tried to hide me down 
in the basement. But they found 
us and took me away anyway. 
After Jack told me‘ about that, 
I seemed to sort of remember it.” 


Doris June came to live with 
a St. Louis couple who were 
childless. They had also taken in 
another little girl whom they had 
legally adopted, 


“I lived with them and. consid- 
ered them my parents,” she ex- 
plains, “and they never said any- 
thing about not being my parents. 
Of course it couldn’t be like I 
was theirs, because of the fact I 
remembered coming there. 


“They ‘had a nice home. They 
were kind, and they treated me 
just like a daughter, They could- 
n't adopt me, like they did my 
foster-sister, because, as I have 
learned since, my parents never 
signed adoption papers. My fos- 
terparents gave me their name. 
I didn’t know my real name un- 
til I became 18.” 
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ORIS went to the Riverview 
ardens grade school and high 
school, and she was a good 
student. In high school she was 
a cheer leader and sang in the 
school choir. She also sang in 
the choir at Berea Lutheran 
church. She had sung there, in 
fact, since she was six years old. 
She is gifted with a nice soprano 
voice, but she has never received 
any training, and never thought 
of becoming a singer. 


“I do most of my singing for

fun,” she smiles, “mostly in the 
bathtub.” ; 


She took part in school activi- 
ties, had a lot of friends, went 
to parties, but seldom had dates. 


“My foster parents were pretty 
strict about that,” she explained. 
“They let me have a date now 
and then. They were strict, but 
I know they felt it was for my 
own good, 


“But through the years I al- 
ways wondered who I was. Es- 
pecially when’ I was a little girl. 
And I used to create my family 
in my mind. I wondered how 
they looked and how say lived, 
and where they were. I created 
an image of my mother which I 
kept all the time. I pictured her 
as looking something like me, ex- 
cept older. ‘ 


“When I finally did see her— 
well, she didn’t look’ so much 
like I had pictured her, yet for 
some reason I knew her the min- 
ute I saw her.” 
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NE day when Doris June was 
19 years old, she went to the 
front porch to get the mail. 
There was a letter there ad- 
dressed to Doris June Murphy, 
The name meant nothing to her. 
Yet the street address was right. 


“I asked my foster mother who 
the letter could be'for. So she 
told me. She told me that my 
name was Doris June Murphy, 
and that the letter was for me. So 
I opened it, and read it. It was 
from the state welfare agency. It 
was a sort of form letter, like 
they always send out under such 
circumstances. 


“It said that now that I had be- 
come of age, I was no longer a 
ward of the state, and that I was 
released from state guardianship. 
It said if the agency could help 
in giving me information about 
my family, to let them. know.” 


Doris June went to the Chil- 
dren's Welfare Agency, which is 
in the courthouse at Clayton, and 
they gave her the records they 
had of her family. But the rec- 
ords were incomplete. They had 
not been brought up to date since 
1943. They gave her the names 
of two brothers and two sisters 
and an aunt, 


Doris June wrote to the brothers 
and sisters, but the letters came 
back. Addressee unknown. Doris 
June concluded that too many 
years had passed; they might be 
scattered. anywhere in the United 
States. So she gave it up for 
the time being. She had a job 
she liked, she was enjoying life 
as a self-supporting working girl, 
and the months passed. 


A few weeks ago, when her 
roommate announced she was en- 
gaged and would be moving out 
when she got married, Doris June 
realized that then she would have 
no one. So she decided to try 
again. She looked at the list they 
had given her at the agency, and 
decided to try the aunt, Mrs. Dan 
Murphy, at Moline, fl. Doris 
June hadn’t thought there would 
be much chance of her still being 
there, since the others had moved, 
but she wrote anyway. 


Two days later she got a tele- 
gram which left her dizzy with 
excitement and hope. It said, “I 
am your brother Charles, Call 
me collect.” The telegram gave 
his telephone number in Moline, 
Ill. Doris June wasted no time 
calling. 


“We talked and talked, and he 
told me all about my brothers 
and sisters, and that there were 
14 of them altogether, and about 
my mother, and—about my father. 
Charles was really surprised, all 
of them were. 


“Then I got a.wire from my 
brother Jack, who lives in Daven- 
port, Iowa, and he said to call 
him too. We talked for half an 
hour, both of us trying to explain 
where we had been all these 
years. Jack’s wife asked me to 
call, and I did, and she wanted 
me to come right on up there 
and make my home in Davenport. 
We arranged for me to go there 
the following weekend. Charles 
and his wife, Carol, came down 
to drive me back.” 
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HARLES, who had been placed 
Cin the Carroliton orphanage 

with Doris June and six other 
brothers and sisters, was the first 
member of her family whom she 
had seen since she was two and a 
half years old. But she knew he 
was her brother when she saw 
him, she said. 


They looked at each other for a 
moment. “I said, ‘Charles’. He 
said ‘Doris’. I hugged him for— 
it must have been 15 minutes. 
And then we started talking. I 
thought it would seem strange, 
but he, and all of them, looked 
familiar, like I'd seen them some- 
plate before.” 


They drove to Davenport, and . 


during the trip Charles kept 
thinking of things Doris June 
used to do when she was real 
little. Like when Jack, then in 
his teens, had a part-time job in 
a grocery store, and Doris June, 
when she had a penny, used to al- 
Ways say she was going to*spend 
it in Jack’s store “where I can get 
more for my money.” Jack used 
to give her a whole sack full of 
candy for her penny. 


When they got to Davenport 
they went to Jack's restaurant. 
There they found Jack and Tom-

my, who is 17 and the youngest of 
er family, waiting for them. They 

t in the restaurant and talked, 
Closing time came; they closed 
up and went on talking. It was 
six o'clock in the morning before 
they were talked out. 


The next morning Charles went 
to Hampton, Ill, to get. their 
mother, who remarried a few 
years ago, and is now the wife of 

a farmer named William Marshall, 


“She didn't know 


said, “That’s Doris June!” We sat 
and I told my whole story through 
again, and then we went to the 
station to meet another sister, 
Patty, who came in by train from 
Mexico, Mo. Then we all went 
back to Jack’s restaurant and Bet- 
ty, that’s Jack’s wife, stopped me 
and whispered, ‘Mother’s back 
there; just walk on back and 
don’t say an}thing’. 


“Tt walked toward the back of 
the restaurant; this lady got po 
from a table and came right to 
me and hugged me and me. 
We were both crying. All she 
could say was, ‘It’s been such a 
long time. Such a long time.’” 
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T HAD been a long time. Mrs. 
Marshall sat in the home of her 
oldest son, Bill, at Ottumwa, Ia., 
and recalled the dark days of the 
depression when things got so bad 
she had to place eight of her 14 
children in the orphanage at Car- 
roliton. “It was-hard,” she said, 


Joseph Murphy, the father, was 
a coal*miner, When he worked 
the family got along all right. But 
as the depression grew worse, 
there was less and less work. 


ught “There 
hundreds of families just like us.” 
His mother, looking at the floor, 
shook her head slowly in agree- 
ment. 


The father had been working 
off and on at a coal mine at Perry, 
Mo., but when the mine closed 
down for good, there was not only 
no food, there was no shelter, 


“We had no choice,” said Mrs. 
Marshall. “There was nothing else 
we could do. But we never meant 
for them to be taken away from 
us,” she added hastily. “And we 
always refused to sign papers for 
adoption. Their father and I al- 
ways thought we would go back 
and get them when things got 
better.” 


Bill, the oldest, was in a CCC 
camp when it happened. The 
youngsters had been born in 
various towns in Iowa and Mis- 
souri. There were 14 children in 
the family then. Tommy was yet 
to be born. Three others had 
died, making a total of 18 chil- 
dren. 


“Their father couldn't’ get 
work,” the mother continued. 
“We couldn’t get a house to live 
in. He was sick with asthma from 
working in the mines. Even people 
with just two or three children 
couldn’t make it. We did all we 
could do. 


“The time came when we had 
to give them up. People asked to 
adopt several of them, but we 
said no, we would put them in 
the home, and then we could get 


them back some time.”

The 
older girls worked in a produce 
company, picking chickens. Some- 
times we would all hire out as 
farm hands. We made 75 cents a 
day,” he recalled with a bitter 
smile, “working from sun-up to 
sun-down, hoeing corn. That was 
what the depression was like.” 


During the middle and late 
30s, Jack went to the orphanage 
several times. There they told 
him that Charles had gone to 
Boys’ Town and the older girls 
to St. Joseph. They wouldn't tell 
him where Doris June and 
Jimmy were, except that they 
were in foster homes~and well 
taken care of. 

“I was young, no education,”

On fine days 
the cattle prefer to stay out in 
the fields; and if there’s any pick- 
ing at all to be found, they get 
along on not much more than half 
their ordinary ration, Even a 
stalk field where corn has been 
harvested will furnish them with 
a lot of forage in open weather, 
when they don’t have to stoke up 
to protect their bodies against 
rain and cold. During much of 
the day they'll lie in the sun, 
chewing their cuds, with perhaps 
half of them drifting in to the 
barnlot at sunset to pick at the 
hay in the feed racks.

Whether we harvest the oats for 


gale or mow and bale them 
or hay will depend on the 
season. So far, we're still 
far short on subsoil moisture, 


- since all the winter’s precipitation 


has hardly penetrated more than 
30 inches. ‘Beneath this, the 
ground is still dry as a bone, 
which doesn’t presage too well for 
the coming season. We still need 
a lot more moisture to insure our 
hay and pasture crops for this 
year; but if it doesn’t come, the 
oats will help to fill the hay mow. 
Cut’ just as the grain starts: to 
come into the milk and while 
stems and leaves are still green, 
they make the finest kind of win- 
ter feed. 


A good many of our neighbors 
Missouri 


and thousands of other 
farmers have hedged against fu- 


ture drouth years by building 
trench silos into which they can 
chop almost any kind of a crop. 
Grass and legumes, corn, sorgo 
or cane can be used in these silos 
to make excellent feed for both 
beef and dairy cattle. But so far, 
we've shied off because we'd 
need a lot of expensive new 
equipment and because feeding 
the silage takes a lot of extra 
work. There’s also another ex- 
periment we're going to watch 
with great integest this summer. 
Over on Cedar Creek, our neigh- 
bor Tony Buford is putting in the 
equipment to. sprinkler-irrigate 
his fine stands of brome grass and 
alfalfa, which should almost dou- 
ble his yields in ordinary years 
and more than double them in 
dry ones. I believe that, before 
long, a lot of Midwestern farm- 
ers who have the water available 
and who farm land in-

The best thing about a spell of 
open weather is that the ground 
drys on the surface so that you 
can get out onto the fields with 
the equipment. We've been able 
to plow the seed-beds for 
of the multiflora roses we expect 
to plant this season; and have 
5000 of them heeled in down in 
the garden, ready to go to 
We've also gotten 100 pouz 
sericea les !

FROM “HANDY ANDY” comes 
this question: “What can be used 
to clean marble? The walls of the 
vestibule of my home are lined 
with it, and it has a very weather- 
beaten appearance. I have used 
every commercial cleaner I could 
think of, and even have used 
sand paper and scouring pads but 
nothing seems to help. 

“Also, I have a partition in one 
of my wallpapered rooms. At 
every joint in the partition the 
wallpaper has. cracked. Before 
it was papered, old window shades 
were pasted over the partition, 
but they cracked also. Someone 
has suggested that the reason the 
paper separates at these joints is 
because of the expansion and 
contraction of the partition. Just 
how am I to cope with this un- 
sightly condition?” 

You might try using Javelle 
water on the marble, and see if 
it helps. It may be purchased 
from drug stores, and should be 
diluted with four times its volume 
of water before use. Dampen the 
marble surface with clear water 
before using the diluted Javelle 
water. Use care when working 
with it since it is a bleaching 
agent and so should not be al-| 
lowed to drip on clothing. It is | 
also quite corrosive to metals. 
Now for the partition: I would 
suggest that you remove the wall- 
paper, then fill each joint in the 
plasterboard (I am assuming the 
partition is made of wallboard 
or plasterboard) with patching 


compound. Cover these filled 


joints with one and one-half or 
two-inch gummed cloth or paper

WASHINGTON, D.C. (AP)— 
Chairman Wolcott ‘Rep.), Michi- 
gan, of the House banking com- 
mittee foresees clear sailing 
through Congress of a half-bil- 
lion-dollar increase in the Title I 
loan insurance authorization of 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion (FHA). 

This authorization covers FHA 
insurance of loans—generally not 


in- | secured by mortgages—for the re- 


pair, alteration or improvement 
of existing dwellings and, in a di- 
minishing number of cases, small 
loans for some types of new con- 
struction. 

The legislation has been ap- 
proved by the Senate Banking 
Committee but not by the Senate. 
The House committee will open 
hearings Tuesday on an identical 
bill. Chairman Wolcott says he

The bill would increase FHA’s 
insurance authorization for home 
modernization and repair loans 
from $1,250,000,000 to $1,750,- 
000,000. 

Raymond M. Foley, administra- 
tor of the Housing. and Home Fi- 
nance Agency, told the Senate 
committee that the median 
amount (meaning that half the 
amounts were greater, half small- 
er) of Title I loans last year was 
about $400, the median maturity 
about three years.

‘WASHINGTON, D. C. (UP)}— 
The government's program to 
evict subversives from low-cost 
public housing projects was guar- 
anteed a Supreme Court review 
this week by Justice Robert H. 
Jackson's decision to permit op- 
ponents te test the constitution- 
ality of the “tenant’s oath.” 

Jackson acted Monday on an 
appeal from the International 
Workers Order, Inc., a New York 
insurance company listed as “sub- 
versive” by the attorney general. 
The group appealed to Jackson 
after its suit against the New 
York Housing Authority was re- 
jected by a federal judge in New 
York. 

Jackson, as administrator for

Mrs. Take waters the plants and 
the sand thoroughly about once a 
week. For the remainder of the 
winter she plans to feed the roots 
and leaves with liquid foliage fer- 
tilizer, applied at intervals of 
about three weeks. 

There are, it must be admitted, 
a few disadvantages to this sys- 
tem of “pot” gardening. Plants 
do not grow quite as luxuriously, 
but even so, must usually be re- 
potted and divided once a year. 
On the other hand, pots can be 
turned from time to time to pro- 
mote a more even, symmetrical 
growth. Furthermore, any speci- 
men that becomes infected with 
either insects or plant diseases 
can be quickly removed and iso- 
lated in a “hospital ward.” 

It is also easy to move the 
plants around, or to bring in re- 
placements to increase the effec- 
tiveness of the window garden.

Medical men take a look at themselves and find some interesting facts... 


DENVER. 
man walked into a doctor’s office in the 
Midwest and complained of a pain in 
his right side. 
The doctor examined him and said: 
“I'm afraid we'll have to take your appendix 
out.” 

Hearing the bad news, the patient looked 
unhappy. | 

The doctor, seeing the man’s reaction, hast- 
ily said: “Look, this isn’t a serious operation. 
We make a small incision here (pointing to 
his own side), another here and that’s about 
all.” 
>» When the doctor looked up, the patient had 
fainted. The “explanation” of the operation 
apparently was too much for him. 

That’s a little story about a big subject. 

It illustrates this: 

Without wanting to, some doctors actually 
make people sick. 

That doesn’t mean you should stop going 
to—or switch—doctors. Chances are, your fam- 
ily doctor is good. 

But medical authorities themselves recog- 
nize that, occasionally, an illness can be traced 
—to a doctor. 


A Chance Remark 


AYS Dr. Franxuin G. Esaucu, clinical pro- 
~ fessor of psychiatry here at the University 
of Colorado Medical School: 

Such disorders, “unwittingly induced in the 
patient by the physician, are based on the 
physician’s examination, manner and discus- 
sion.” 

When you analyze that statement, you re- 
alize: 
> The way a doctor talks to a patient, the way 
he looks, the expression on his face—all may 
give a patient the idea that he is very sick. 

Take this case: 
> A man lying in a bed in a big Eastern hos- 
pital was recovering from a serious sickness. 
A nurse came into his room with his lunch 
and said, ‘Here, you’d better eat this—while 
you can.” 
> That chance remark left the patient think- 
ing he was at death’s door. He promptly felt 
worse than ever. 

Or, take another case. A woman went to a 
New York doctor. He examined her and said: 
“I’m worried about you. Do you know a good 
cancer specialist? You'd better see one.” 

Of course, the woman, her husband and 


son became frantic. She got depressed, as any 
woman would. 
For another two weeks, the woman de- 
spaired. | | 
> Finally, she went to one of the nation’s top 
cancer specialists. He examined her and de- 
clared: “There is no evidence that you have 
cancer.” 
> But for those two anxious weeks — that 
woman was convinced that she was very sick. 
Actually, what medical specialists call 
“jatrogenicity,” doctor-induced illness, pops 


up every so often in many fields of medicine. _ 
Possibly, the most common fields are heart, 


cancer, stomach and the respiratory tract. 
Three New York physicians, Drs. Leonard J. 


Goldwater, Lewis H. Bronstein and 


Kresge, writing in the Journal of the American 
Medical Assn., point out: 


“Unwarranted” diagnosis of heart disease is 


REMEMBER: medical experts themselves rec- 
ognize that there’s -potential dynamite in 
what they tell patients. Most doctors are 
very careful, but top authorities say occa- 
sionally there are slips. When that happens, 
patients can come away with strange ideas 
about their health. . 


sometimes made when a patient has suspicious 
symptoms. 

On the basis of this ‘ ” some 
of these patients are advised to limit their 
physical activities. 

When that happens, the result is tragic— 
first, because the person (who doesn’t really 
have heart trouble) is needlessly disabled; and 
second, because his emotions are shattered. 
» Dr. Goldwater, professor of industrial hy- 
giene at the Columbia University Public Health 
School, points out (and other medical authori- 
ties agree): Some patients misinterpret what 
the doctor tells them. They read into his state- 
ments something that isn’t there. 

» They “look” for trouble. So no matter what 
the doctor says, they feel they’re sick. 

But where doctors are clearly at fault, says 
Dr. Ebaugh, this is frequently the picture: 

The doctor refuses to recognize that at the 
bottom of the patient’s headache, backache or 


g with the patient. As a matter of fact, 
that 
physically wrong. 
Journal of the Michigan 
Medical Society, Dr. Ebaugh says, .. . 
“The most common cause for medically- 
duced illness is failure to recognise the exist- 
ence of emotional! factors involved.” 
He points out common statements like these 
—made from doctor to patient, may make the 
_ patient think he’s physically sick: 


* “Hie didn’t find anything, ‘but there must be 
something wrong with me physically. He didn’t 
tell me what, so it must be serious.” 

What happens? According to Dr. Ebaugh, 
the patient, with that idea planted in his mind, 
starts going from doctor to doctor—looking for 
@ physical iliness that doesn’t exist. 

At this point, the patient’s original emo- 
tional problem has heaped upon it the added 
distress of a physical illness which the patient 
thinks exists. 

Meanwhile, the emotional disorder goes un- 
treated. 

When that happens, the patient’s whole 
emotional state becomes worse. The endless 
search for a physical ailment when only an 
emotional one is present, does this: 


Two-Edged Sword 


T suppiies the patient with a “reason for 
- being sick.” That reason isn’t emotional, 
because so many patients still cling to the 
false idea that it’s a social disgrace to have 
emotional problems. 7 
The doctor, too, may actually feel this way 
about illnesses due to emotional disturbances. 
Dr. Ebaugh maintains, therefore: “It is ob- 
vious that the doctor’s own attitudes and be- 
havior not only are powerful factors in curing, 
but correspondingly may provoke or perpet- 
uate sickness.” He concludes: 
“The role of the physician’s personality in 
treatment, like a sword with two edges, may 
Cause as well as cure disease.” a

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r-ice submarines batter their way, fighting perilous “‘ram ice.” 


Can we sail 
under the Pole?

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
N ICE-BATTERED U.S. Navy submarine came 
out of the Arctic recently from one of 
the most dramatic expeditions in naval 
history. 

Many of the exciting and far-reaching 
details of this secret mission are revealed for the 
first time today by PARADE. 

Trailing an icebreaker, with helicopters hovering 
overhead, the submarine Redfish bored toward the 
Polar Ice Cap in the Arctic Ocean area off Alaska. 
In the end, the Redfish sailed farther under polar 
ice than any submarine has ever gone before. 

» Objective: To find out if submarines may some- 
day soon sail under the North Pole ice across the 
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top of the world! 


_) Would it be possible, for example, for-a sub- 


marine to sail from an Alaskan port, duck under 
the Ice Cap, then continue on a submerged course 
to Murmansk, on the northern rim of Russia? 

>» What would be the risks involved? How would 
she navigate? How long would she have to remain 
under water? Could her crew remain below decks 
for, say,.a month without “cracking up?” 

The Polar Ice Cap covers 5,500,000 square 
miles. It varies from four to 35 feet thick—hard 
blue ice that can rip the steel plates of a ship in 
a split second. 

The sea under the Cap is probably 2,000 fathoms 
(12,000 feet) deep, on an average. Temperatures 


are 20 to 30 degrees above zero Fahrenheit. 

And on the surface, blizzards how! frequently, 
with temperatures often hitting 60 below zero. 
> Into this grim area of dperations the Redfish, 
under command of veteran submariner J. P. Bienia, 
probed to find answers the Navy needs to know— 
right away. 
> For the Navy is now building the one submarine 
ice: the USS Nautilus, the world’s first atom- 
powered submersible. 
> With its continent-to-continent range, its ability 
to dive deeper and travel faster than any sub- 
marine ever built, this submarine, Navy men 
believe, is mechanically equipped to make the 
amazing voyage under ice from Alaska to 
Murmansk. 

What would such a trip be like? Navy men have 
learned a lot from the operations report of the 
Redfish. 

Soon after the icebreaker and the Redfish ran 
into the ice pack, the icebreaker was put out of 
commission. Trying to break loose, she sheared 
off all three blades of her starboard propeller, and 
had to turn back. The Redfish went bravely on 
alone. 

Maneuvering through ice hummocks 50 feet 
high, 500 feet long arid 50 feet wide, she moved 
only 300 yards in four hours. 

Finally, the ice pack got too tight for any 
maneuvering at all. Her captain ordered: “Take 
her down.” Quickly she slid down 150 feet below 
the surface. 

Cautiously, then, she raised her periscope and 
peered ahead.

like giant spikes. 
@ Protruding horizontally from them were “rams” 
of hard blue ice, some 40 feet long. 
her way. The constant pounding took its toll. Her 
forward torpedo doors became jammed, the load- 
ing hatch on the afterdeck began leaking badly. 
But periscope observations and radar and sonar 
signals failed to show any opening in the ice cap. 
And so the Redfish “buttoned up” for a long fight. 
The ship was rigged for silent running (motors 
not absolutely necessary for running the ship were 
shut off) to save power. 


Danger Closes in 


REWMEN NOT on duty “hit the sack” and 
stayed there to avoid movement that would 
use up oxygen. Smoking was cut down to 

10 minutes every hour. As many lights as possible 
were turned off. 

@ “Buttoned up,” the Redfish groped her way 
forward. Sonar signals finally indicated open water 
and she gingerly surfaced. 

She had been under the ice for more than eight 
hours and had cruised 22 miles. 

In all, the Redfish spent over a month in the ice- 
pack, cruised several thousand miles. Her trip 
added volumes to the Navy’s knowledge about 
under-ice operations. 
> One result of her voyage is this: submariners are 
convinced that the under-ice submarine is. the 
supreme weapon in polar areas. 
> In the first place, considering Arctic visibility, 
the craft is almost immune to detection by planes 


and surface ships because of the irregular surface 
of the icepack. 
> Under-ice submarines could strike anywhere 
from possible bases on the protective rim of the 
icepack—Newfoundland, Spitzbergen or the Kurile 
Islands, for example. 

The odds are with the submarine because: 1) 
the icepatk provides protective cover; 2) it re- 
duces speed of surface ships; 3) a surface ship 
generates noise in breaking ice, which makes de- 
tection devices such as sonar useless. 

If a pitched battle were to occur between our 
anti-sub forces and enemy subs, our undersea craft 


could carry enough equipment to supply our fight- 


ing forces. 

But the under-ice submarine will have to be 
especially designed for the job. Information from 
a number of sources leads to the logical assump- 
tion that the sub would need these new features 
(similar ones, in fact were suggested by Sir Hubert 
Wilkins following his polar explorations in 1931) : 
>» A heavily-armored prow and a streamlined con- 
ning tower capable of resting against the underside 
of the ice. | 
>» An ice-boring snorkel. This device would bore 
an opening in the ice canopy large enough to per- 
mit the snorkel tube to be raised above water 
level. (The snorkel, housed in a retractable tower,

permits a sub to run her diesel engines while sub- 
merged so she can recharge batteries. ) 

> Propellers will need special housing, much like an 
airplane engine nacelle, to protect them from ice. 
>» As impact with ice would jam forward torpedo 
tube openings, all tubes would probably be located 
so torpedoes can be fired from the stern. 

>» “Echo sounding” instruments (sonar, fathom- 
eter) to aid navigation. 

The key to the polar voyage is, of course, oxygen. 
Submariners believe that a craft with a power 
plant that doesn’t use oxygen can make it. 

To an extent, the atomic sub is the answer. 

Traveling at, say, 35 knots, the USS Nautilus, 
or a submarine like her, could sail the 6,000-odd 
miles from Alaska to Russia and back in about 


proved, submersibles will be able to stay 
under water for extremely long periods of time. 
Nor would there be any problem in providing 
equipment and provisions. 
A submarine normally can be equipped and 
provisioned for a 90-day war patrel. 
>» Right now, no submariner will hazard a guess as 
to when the first under-ice submarine will cross 
under the North Pole. There’s still a lot more 
to be learned about what’s under the Polar ice cap. 
> But the things the men of the Redfish learned 
the hard way brings that voyage closer to reality.
